According to the estimates biisod on 


the recently issued directory of New 
York the population of that city is now 
1,676,14.0, an increase of about 100,000 
during tho last year ami of 470,000 since 
1880. 
The rate of increase is not nearly 


so high as for Chicago, which hns added 
nearly 300,000 to a population of about 
half a million since the Federal census. 
Brooklyn's rate of increase, which is es- 
timated at 50 per cent, is also higher 
than that of New York, which, however, 
is third among American cities in this 
respect. The population of Brooklyn 
irt now about 750,000. 
Adding the pop- 


ulation of the New York suburbs in 
Westohester county and ia Nrtw tfersey 
to that o[ the two cities the total popu- 
lation of tho whole New York metro- 
politan district is close, on 3,000,000. 
The increase in the population of New 
York and Brooklyn and the suburbs in 
New 
York 
State will probably give 


the hitter Oommonwsaith a population 
of 7,000,000 in 1890, thus greatly .in- 
creasing iU political power mid impor- 
tance.

Coatea Brothers, wool commission 


merchants, of Philadelphia, have issued 
the subjoined circular: 


In response to the many requests for 


the reason why the value of wool 
throuehout this country, should have 
continued to be low for so long a period, 
we state the following: 


1st. The low values of competing 


foreign wools. For several years foreign 
markets have bfien very low, and there- 
fore our domestic wools have had direct 
and severe com petition, notwithstanding 
the ten cents duty. 


2d. The low values of competing for- 


eign goods consequent on cheap wool 
and cheap labor abroad. 


3d. The low duties on worsted goods. 


The Tariff Act places worsted goods and 
yarns on a sliding scale, and the low 
prices ruling 
abroad permit higher 


grades to come in at lower duties than 
was supposed or intended when the Aet 
was passed. The Treasury Department 
has declined to remedy the matter by 
classifying worsteds as woolens, which 
would give them better protection, ivpd 
would be proper, because by improve- 
ments in machinery most of the worsteds 
are made of short and soft wools that 
were not formerly considered worsted 
wools. 


4th. The rulings of the Tieasury De- 


partment, by which, without change of 
the law, wool can be imported at but a 
fraction of the proper duty. The duty 
on clothing and combing wools is 10 
cents per pound for unwashed, or 30 
can's (or scoured. 
Tho duty on waste 


is 10 cents por pound. 
Tbe so-called 


French system of combing produces a 
ring of scoured wool that is permitted to 
be imported at 10 cents duty because it 
is called "Bing Waste," whereas it 
should pay the scoured wool duty of 30 
cents, as it is equal im value to scoured 
wool, and is used for the same purposes 
with but slight [manipulation. Thus it 
pays but one-third of the legitimate 
duly. 
Other descriptions of scoured 


wools are admitted at tho sumo low 
rates, nnd it is known that so-called 
"tops," "roving," 
and 
"slabbing" 


(which are all scoured wooU partinlly 
manufactured), nre purposely broker 
and 
manipulated BO as to be called 


"waste," and thereby, under presen.1 
rulings, are imported at but one-third of 
the duty of scoured wool, while they 
nre used 
in 
competition with 
our 


scoured wools. 


5th. Wools are imported as carpet 


wools (at the low rate of 2% cents if 
under 12 cents value, and 5 cents duty 
if over 12 cents value), of which a large 
proportion are not used for carpets 
and compete directly with many of oar 
wools that are below the grades of fine 
and medium. It is estimated that prob- 
ably nearly as much wool ii importn.1 
which is used for better than carpel 
purposes, as all tbe other importations 
of wool that pay 10 cents duty. In 1836 
the importations paying the 10-oent 
duty wera about 28,000,000 pounds, 
while the importations at the low rats oi 
carpet wools were about 
80,000,000 


pounds. 
If, therefore, but 30 per cent. 


of the latter were used for better pur- 
poses, this fact is proved. 
Tho esaot 


proportions, of course, cannot be ascer- 
tained but it is unquestionably vary 
large. 


6th. Scoured wools being imported at 


duty of unwashed. The so-called cloth- 
ing wools bear double 
duty 
when 


washed, and treble duty when scoured. 


The so-called carpet wools bear treble 


duty when scoured, but only single 
duty (2% or 5 cents according to value) 
when washed. Many carpet wools are 
impdrted in practically scourod condi- 
tion, but the Treasury Department calls 
them "washed" although they

PLATFORM AMD RESOLUTIONS. 


The Republicans of thu Slate of Nevada in 


convention assembled again express thoir loy- 
alty to tho principles ot tho Kopubllcnn party, 
which have made the country so graat and pros- 
perous dufin'g the last quarter of u century. 


Resolved, That the question of a sufficient 
supply of tt circulating medium to maintain a 
permanent range of the price of labor and 
property is the most imporvant political ques- 
tion awaiting solution by the American people. 


Jiesolvedt That a diminishing quantity of 


money reduces tho price of labor and property 
increases the obligation of contract, enriches 
the creditor, impoverishes tho debtor, anil par- 
alyzes industry and enterprise. 


Jtssoloed, That the present financial system 


of the United States, which increases or dimin- 
ishes the circulating medium at tho pleasure of 
the manipulators ot tho National banks, with, 
out regard to the increase of population or the 
wants of tho people, and which recognizes gold 
alone as the standard of value, and places in 
the hands of ths Treasury Department all tho 
revenue of the Government to speculate with 


bonds and loan to National banks without 


interest, its subversive of tho rights of tho people 
oppressive, uujuat, nnd should be repudiated.

tiou, whether the money used by the people bo 
coin, or in certificates redeemable in coin, or 
both, as convenience may require, is impera- 
tively demanded.

tional bank notes, costing the Government 
millions of dollars annually, for free silver, 
coating nothing, is an outrage upon tho people; 
tnat tho money ring or trust, which haa usurped 
the sovereisni power of tho Government to is- 
suo money, and which has f aaudulently demon- 
etized silver and seized the reveuues of tho 
(.TOverument for private speculation, shocks tho 
moral sense of the people and destroys respect 
lor Government and law. We demand tha t this 
ring or trust bo destroyed and equal rights re- 
stored to all people.

Olnvelaud is the willing tool or agent of a pow-
